





INTRODUCTION 

An aging fleet, impending base closures and reductions in 
manpower, and the continued need to support combat and 
contingency operations worldwide are some of the daunting 
tasks faced by the leaders of the US Air Force (USAF) as the 
service continues with its latest transformation. The air arm, 
which had previously maintained a threat-based, forward- 
deployed force, has become a capabilities-based organization 
that is primarily based in the continental United States 
(CONUS). Forward deployed commands in Europe and the 
Pacific are currently undergoing another reorganization that will 
allow the service to be better positioned to respond to chang- 
ing threats and world events and support the Unified 
Combatant Commands. 

The most recent service-wide change has seen the creation 
of the so-called ‘Combat Wing’ organization, which established 
Operations, Maintenance, Mission Support and Medical 
Groups within each wing. Created to support expeditionary 
taskings, the Mission Support Group assumed duties that had 
previously been assigned to separate Support and Logistics 
Readiness Groups. Among the organizations belonging to the 
group are Civil Engineering, Communications, Logistics 
Readiness, and Security Forces Squadrons. Similarly the new 
Maintenance Groups (MXG) are now responsible for Aircraft 
(AMS), Component (CMS) and Equipment Maintenance 
Squadrons (EMS). 

In support of its transformation efforts, the USAF recently 
announced several initiatives that will allow better leverage of its

capabilities. These include expansion of the blended wing con- 
cepts and its active and reserve associate programs. Initially, 
the service released plans to consolidate its active and reserve 
forces at Hill AFB, UT, and may create a blended wing or an Air 
National Guard (ANG) associate organization at Langley AFB, 
VA, where personnel assigned to active duty and the Virginia 
ANG will jointly operate and maintain the F/A-22A Raptor. In 
addition, newly trained USAF maintainers are being assigned to 
the Vermont ANG where they will receive additional training 
from the guard’s highly-skilled technicians. The service has also 
decided to deploy MQ-1 Predators with as many as 15 
squadrons over the next several years. Air National Guard units 
will be in the forefront of this plan and the multi-mission Predator 
will initially be assigned to squadrons in Arizona, Texas and 
New York. Over the past year the USAF has made no secret of 
its need to reduce the number of aircraft in its inventory, and it 
is highly likely that the decision to deliver UAVs to the ANG will 
coincide with reductions in its fighter fleet. 


Procurement plans 
The Fiscal Year appropriation 2005 saw an increase in the num- 
ber of aircraft ordered by the USAF over the previous year. In 
fact, the total number of manned aircraft is up from 91 to 103, 
whereas unmanned air vehicle (UAV) purchases were reduced 
slightly from 19 to 16. Joint STARS procurement ended in 2003 


and the 17th and final example of 
the E-8C battlefield command 
and control aircraft was delivered 
to Air Combat Command (ACC) 
during March 2005. 

Although procurement of 
C-130Js was nearly tripled this 
year, as a result of a joint service 
multi-year plan, the USAF has 
considered ending purchases 
after 2005. The recent grounding 
of some 30 C-130Es and imposi- 
tion of flight restrictions on 
another 60 C-130E/Hs and their 
sub- variants will likely have an 
impact on these plans, however. 

There have also been signifi- 
cant milestones relating to new 
aircraft projects. Recent 
successes experienced by the 
US Marine Corps and USAF V-22 
Osprey test fleets have allowed the USAF to increase its orders 
and five CV-22Bs were purchased between 2004 and 2005. 

While the USAF continues to wrestle with the F/A-22A’s per 
unit cost and the optimum size of its fleet, production levels will 
reach their maximum levels as a result of the purchase of 24 
examples in FYO5 — an increase of two over the prior year. The 
aircraft will reach the first operational unit in May when the 
initial delivery is made to Langley AFB. 

Trainer purchases increased over both of the past years and 
Raytheon T-6As are now in service with nearly half of the 
primary training squadrons within Air Education & Training 
Command (AETC). In addition, the purchase of new aircraft for 
the Civil Air Patrol (CAP) continues at a constant pace with 27 
ordered in the past two years. 

UAV purchases remain relatively stable and ACC will receive 
a total of four long- and 12 medium-range reconnaissance and 
multi-mission air vehicles.

Force Deployment 
The continued success of the Expeditionary Aerospace Force 
(EAF) has allowed the USAF to stabilize its deployment cycle, 
generally providing its personnel with advance knowledge of 
their next rotation. Effective with Cycle 5, which began on 
September 1, 2004 and runs through April 30, 2006, each Air 
Expeditionary Force (AEF) cycle now lasts 20 months. Ten 
AEFs, which are assigned in pairs for a 120-day alert period, 
support the rotation. While these units are ‘on call’, the remain- 
ing eight AEFs are conducting normal training or are undergo- 
ing their deployment spin-up as part of a tiered readiness 
schedule. Composed of geographically separated active duty, 
Air National Guard and Air Force Reserve Command (AFRC) 
units, each of the 10 AEFs includes approximately 175 aircraft 
and 17,500 personnel. The structure includes fighters, 


bombers, air refueling and airlift aircraft as well as combat res- 
cue, command and control (C2), and intelligence, surveillance 
and reconnaissance (ISR) assets. Like their counterparts in the 
US Navy and Marine Corps, which have made scheduled rota- 
tional deployments for decades, most of the USAF’s fighter and 
bomber squadrons now undertake regular deployments as part 
of an AEF. There are, however, a few exceptions including those 
squadrons tasked with defending the Korean Peninsula. Units 
from the ANG and AFRC currently comprise about 20% of the 
total AEF package. 

Created by the National Security Act of 1947, the USAF was for- 
mally established on September 18, 1947. Previously a compo-

nent of the US Army, it had been known as the US Army Air 
Force. The USAF's senior commander is the Air Force Chief of 
Staff. Appointed by the President, the Chief of Staff is one of five 
members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff and serves as an advisor 
to the President, the National Security Council (NSC), the 
Secretary of Defense and the Secretary of the Air Force. 

Today, the USAF's organizational structure includes nine 
Major Commands (MACOM), each of which reports to the 
secretary of the Air Force via the Air Force Chief of Staff. Those 
MACOMs located within the CONUS are organized on a 
functional basis, whereas those outside CONUS or OCONUS 
are organized on a geographical basis. Individually, the 
command structure of the MACOMs may include numbered air 
forces (NAF), wings, groups, squadrons and flights.

Besides reporting to the Chief of Staff, several of these 
commands are ‘dual-hatted’ and report operationally to a 
specific Unified Combatant Command. Organized either 
functionally by task or geographically, these joint commands 
are composed of forces from two or more services, and are 
assigned a continuing mission. The Combatant Commanders 
report directly to the Secretary of Defense and the President.

The USAF command structure also includes 35 Field 
Operating Agencies (FOA), which report to specific functional 
managers within USAF headquarters in Washington DC. These 
organizations include the Air Force Flight Standards Agency 
(AFFSA), the Air Force Operational Test and Evaluation Center 
(AFOTEC), and the Air National Guard (ANG). The latter reports 
to the Chief of Staff via the Chief of the National Guard Bureau. 
The US Air Force Academy (USAFA) is considered a direct 
reporting unit (DRU) and like the MACOMs reports directly to 


the Chief of Staff.

AIR COMBAT COMMAND [ACC 


The largest of the USAF’s nine MACOMs is headquartered at 
Langley AFB, VA. ACC is responsible for four air forces that 
control 63 combat wings/groups comprising 19 active compo- 
nents, and 35 ANG wings/groups and a single ‘blended’ wing 
that is made up of both active and ANG personnel. Additionally, 
nine wings/groups, which report to the AFRC via the 10th AF, 
are also gained by the command. Reporting directly to ACC 
headquarters, the Air Warfare Center (AWC) is responsible for 
five wings/groups that are tasked with test, evaluation and 
advanced training missions. Also assigned to the AWC, via the 
57th Wing, is the USAF. Weapons School (USAFWS), which 
provides advanced training in weapons and tactics employ- 
ment to USAF personnel assigned to several commands. 

ACC is responsible for all of the USAF’s bombers, CONUS- 
based, combat-coded fighter, strike/attack and reconnaissance 
aircraft. The command reports to both NORTHCOM and 
JFCOM but it also provides theater air forces for CENTCOM, 
SOUTHCOM, EUCOM and PACOM as required. Whereas the 
command's nuclear forces support STRATCOM, its air defense 
units are tasked in support of the North American Aerospace 
Defense Command (NORAD). Among the facilities under the 
cognizance of ACC are 14 major installations. ACC units also 
operate as tenants at no less than 15 facilities both within 
CONUS and OCONUS.

AIR FORCE SPECIAL OPERATIONS 
COMMAND [AFSOC 
Headquartered at Eglin AFB’s Hurlburt Field, FL, AFSOC is the 
USAF component of USSOCOM and supports unified combat- 
ant commanders by providing specialized air power in support 
of unconventional warfare. Its active units include five 
wings/groups including two groups that are forward deployed 
OCONUS in support of EUCOM and PACOM. A forward-based 
special operations group in England will likely relocate to NAS 
Rota in Spain or NAS Sigonella, Italy as part of EUCOM's 
ongoing transformation plan. In addition to its flying units, 
AFSOC's 720th Special Tactics Group is responsible for seven 
squadrons including three that are geographically separated 
from the group. No aircraft are assigned to these units, which 
are tasked with organizing, training and equipping special 
tactics forces. These forces include pararescue personnel and 
combat rescue officers (PU/CRO), combat control teams (CCT), 
tactical air control parties (TACP) and combat weather person- 
nel. Additionally, two independent squadrons report directly to 
AFSOC headquarters. Its reserve forces include three ANG and 
two AFRC wings. The latter report to the 10th AF. Three bases 
under the command's control include a pair of facilities located 
within the confines of Eglin AFB.

The development, test, acquisition and support of the USAF’s weapon 
systems is the responsibility of the AFMC, which is headquartered at 
Wright Patterson AFB, OH. Units under AFMC’s cognizance comprise 
the Aeronautical Systems Center (ASC), Air Force Flight Test Center 
(AFFTC) and Air Armament Center (AAC). These organizations are 
supported by three wings and two independent squadrons. 
Responsibility for three USAF Air Logistic Centers (ALC) or depots and 
the Aerospace Maintenance and Regeneration Center (AMARC) are 
also assigned to the command. The ALCs recently underwent a major 
restructuring, which saw the creation of several new organizations 
including three new Maintenance Wings (MXW). These wings are 
responsible for performing periodic depot maintenance (PDM) and 
overhauling aircraft, missiles, systems and equipment as well as carry- 
ing out repairs to crash and battle damaged aircraft. Flight testing of 
aircraft following major modifications, PDM or in support of engineering 
projects is conducted by seven AFRC squadrons and flights that report 
to the 22nd AF. Additionally, the command is responsible for the 
C-12C/Ds operated on behalf of US Embassies worldwide and 
assigned to the Air Force Security Assistance Center (AFSAC). The 
responsibility for the National Museum of the US Air Force also rests 
with the AFMC, and seven major bases are under its command.
